ING, with Directiuns how 10 judge of ſuch Pieces 

as are executed after the bel Manner. | 


ö WI EN judges of muſic and poetry (which laſt 
; may be. called painting or deſeribing to the 


car the beauties perceived by the eye) conſider the 


analogy there is between theſe two refined ſenſes, 
they mult perceive that what gives offence to the 
one, mult diſguſt the other alſo; and nothing is 
known to be more offenſive to both than want of 

diſtinctneſs and want of harmony. What can be 
more grating to the ear than a company of people 
aſſembled in one place, and all promiſcuouſſy talk

all the parts are painted with equal force, and illu- 
minated in the ſame degree, the ſight is divided and 


perplexed, and being equally attracted by the ſeve- 
ral parts at one glance, it is at a loſs where to fix, 


or in attempting to take in the whole, it muſt do it 
imperfectly. Now, as nature does not impreſs her 


| beauties upon the eye without the aſſiſtance of light 


and ſhade; fo neither can the painter imitate her 
with fuitable force and expreſſion, without a judici- 


ous uſe of theſe, with proper propriety and ſtength; 


without this it is as impoſſible to pleaſe the eye, as 
it is to pleaſe the ear with a piece of muſic (if it 
may be ſo called) which conſiſts only of concords, 


The ſpectator's eye cannot be prevented from wan- 


dering, nor the eye properly fixed upon thoſe parts 
which ſhould ſtrike, without that emboſſment or 


combination of light with ſhade, by an union of co- 


lours with oppoſitions, wide and ſtrong enough to 
ſupport the whole of that image which the painter 
principally intends ſhould captivate the eye. It is 
this only which can produce what in painting is 


call-d a Repoſe, or Clare Obſcure. For this reaſon e- 


very figure in painting ought to be ſo united to its 
ground as to make one maſs, which appears as a reſt to 
the eye. The ſatisfaction which the eye derives from 


this, is one of the foundations upon which the unity 


of objects depends; becauſe without it, however well 
the parts of the- painting may be proportioned, yet 


conſiſtent whole. |

Another foundation of this ſame unity which is ſo 
eſſential in painting, is deduced from the nature of 
viſion, and the manner of its operation. For though _ 


the eye is at liberty to view all the objects around 


it, yet it cannot do ſo without fixing upon each ſuc- 
ceſſively. When the eye is fixed, that is the prin- 


cipal figure to the perception, which is found in the
